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Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that Tu does not provide any reason to use a conductive film, 
wiring electrode, or wiring having a concentration of 20 to 40 atomic percent 
germanium, because Tu uses an aluminum interconnect having 2.8 or less atomic 
percent of germanium. 

Although Tu found advantages to use an aluminum interconnect having 2.8 or 
less atomic percent of germanium, it does not mean that an aluminum interconnect 
having other atomic percent of germanium do not have different advantages. 

Note that when the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is 
not inventive to discover the optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation." 
In re Aller , 220 F.2d 454, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955). Applicant can rebut a 
prima facie case of obviousness based on overlapping ranges by showing unexpected 
results or the criticality of the claimed range. 'The law is replete with cases in which the 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art is some range or other 
variable within the claims .... In such a situation, the applicant must show that the 
particular range is critical, generally by showing that the claimed range achieves 
unexpected results relative to the prior art range." In re Woodruff , 919 F.2d 1575, 16 
USPQ2d 1934 (Fed. Cir. 1990). See MPEP § 716.02 - § 716.02(g) for a discussion of 
criticality and unexpected results. 

Note further that substitution of materials is not patentable even when the 
substitution is new and useful. Safetran Systems Corp. v. Federal Sign & Signal Corp. 
(DC Nlll, 1981) 215 USPQ 979.
